There is a. movement on foot in Min­ 
nesota to make Mr. Davis, the Republi- 
■ cán twrninee, the choice of both parties 
<-^-ior Gh>vernor. 
Mr. Davis »raa brought 
out by the Dispatch, an independent 
newspaper, and the suggestion was ta­ 
ken up by the reform element of the 
Repnblican party and he became its nom­ 
inee. He is a man eminently fitted for 
the place, possessing as he does, all the 
attributes necessary to make a wise and 
i'ificient Governor, and as the DemocraLs 
can have no hope for their own candi­ 
date, and if they had could not select 
a better man, the movement to endorse 
Davis, seems to be a wise one. 
By 
adopting this course, and making judi­ 
cious nominations for the remaining of­ 
fices, they could at least elect a part of 
their ticket, for then the contest would 
he a struggle for the election of the 
best men without reference to party. 
The Republican party no longer has 
a special mission to perform. 
It has ac­ 
complished the good work it set out to 
do in the .slavery reformation, and it 
carried tho country safely through the 
rebellion, when, too many Democrats 
seemed to think it their duty to oppose 
work, even, at the expense of tneir 
t ountry ; but since then it has run into 
corruptions unparalleled, and it seems 
now to be the duty of all good citizens 
to unite in au honest ctfort fpr reform, 
it matters not under what name this is 
accomplished. 
No matter whether se­ 
cured through Republicans, Democrats 
or Grangers. 
To secure it should be 
the first aim of all good citizens. 
The 
most practical way seems to be for the 
weaker organizations to in all cases en­ 
dorse the noiuinHtioii.s of the stronger 
organization so far a.s those nominations 
are of proper men, but where better 
men can be put up by the minority 
party let it be done. 
In the ca.se of 
Minnesota the head of the Republican 
ticket CAP not be bettered, but some of 
the other candidates are wholly unfit 
for the positions to which they aspire. 
Let the Democrats endorse Davi.s, but 
make judiciou.s nomination.^ for other 
positions and go to work, expecting to 
elect at lea.st the Treasurer and Attor­ 
ney General. 
Break down party line.s. 
Let a jiarty nomination no longer be a 
guaranty of succei?p, but let the people 
feel that it is their duty as well as their 
privilege to note for the men of their 
choice. Some will still feel it their duty 
to vote for the devil if he is a party 
nominee. 
Some will still hold, if they 
be Republicans, that all Democrats are 
scoundrels, or if Democrats, that all 
Republicans arc dishonest, but the bet­ 
ter seatimeut of the country repudíales 
these ideas and recognizes the fact that 
there is no great question before (he 
people on which there is a chance for 
the old parties to take issue. 
On the 
tariff both parties are divided, T)emo- 
cr.ats in one locality arc protectionists, 
in another free traders. 
On the ques­ 
tion of monopolies there are radicals and 
conservatives in both parties. 
The is­ 
sues are personal. 
You prefer one set 
»»f persons to carry out your principles, 
your neighbor having the same objects 
in view prefers another set. 
Then if 
pledged to caiTy out the same principles 
as between two men, candidate.s for the 
same po.sition, let us choose tho best 
without reference to party. 
This is in­ 
dependence in politics, and it i,s the.se 
principles the Tribcvp a.s an independ­ 
ent journal will advocate. 
One word more. 
The Liberal and 
Republican platforra.s of 1872 were in 
the main precisely alike. 
The Demo­ 
crats adopted the Liberal. 
Republicans 
said they were not honest in it, yet 
when pre.ssed to the wall they admitted 
the platform was right and acknowl­ 
edged that Democrats would bo ili.slion- 
est to take any other position. 
The time wa.swhen Republicans took 
one view and Democrats the opposite, 
but with the death of .slavery and sub­ 
sequent amendments to the constitution 
that day passed.

jority becomes corrupt, and its nomina­ 
tions are apt to be in the interests of 
ringa. 
When it enters on an honest 
effort to purify itself and succeeds in 
breaking the rings, and makes a fit nom­ 
ination it would seem to be the duty of 
the minority party to turn in and ap­ 
prove its work, thus securing a part of 
the credit and show that they care more 
Cor the good of tho country than they 
do for the success of party.

Tho pre.ss of the State 
took up the matter and became almost 
unanimous in his favor, but iu the con 
vention the people had a bare majority 
over the politicians. 
Not a few of the

him, but two years later he wa.s again 
elected by i6,000 majority, and could 
have been re-elected this fall had he 
early* given his friends consent to u.se 
his name. 
Mark H. Dunnell, was also carried 
through and twice elected to Congress 
by the press of his district as against 
the politicians, and may be again in 
spite of the unjust war made upon him 
on account of the salary grab. 
In his 
case the Blue Earth City Post mention­ 
ed his name with others as probable 
candidates, and the writer of thi.s took 
up the suggestion nominating Mr. Dun­ 
nell. 
A most bitter warfare was waged 
upon him, but he was elected and re 
elected by a greater increased majority.

When there i.s a regu­ 
lar weekly mail communication between 
Bismarck and Fort Buford, which there 
is now a speedy pro.spect of, you will 
add a good number of sub.scrihers to 
your list, and perhap.s, after a little. 
Fort Peck, M. T., may be incladcd, 
where Me.ssr.s. Durfee «t Peck have a 
large trading establishment and also i.s 
located the Agency for the Tetons, San- 
tee.s, Assiniboines and the Milk River 
Indians. 
At this Fort (Fort Peck) there 
are about fifty men employed and one 
hundred miles further up the river, at 
Mmscleshell, there is also a considerable 
resident and floating population. 
Fort 
Peck is about one hundred and fifty 
miles from Fort Buford and has no regu­ 
lar mail communication with any point, 
and aewspaper.9, when steainboat.s are 
not running, arc only received at long 
intervals via Benton—adi.stauce of three 
hundred miie.s. There is a good road 
all the way from Bi.smarok to Fort Peck, 
and there would be no difficulty in having 
a mail route, nor any danger appre­ 
hended from Indians, whereas, from 
Benton to Fort Peck the road in many 
places i.s bad and very un.safe from hos­ 
tile Indians. 
I have been a resident of 
Montana and Dakota over eevcn years, 
a good part of which Í have .spent in 
travelirkg, and am familiar with 
the 
country and I think with you that there 
is a good field for emigration here. 
No 
better land lies under the sun than the 
rich bottom lauds of the Missouri and 
stretching ttway from Fort Stevenson to 
Fort Peck between the Mi.ssouri river 
and the British Posse.saions, there are 
millions of acres of the very finest 
available land,well watered and timbered 
and among the oak fore.sis along Mou.se 
River is to be found the common gray 
squirrel of the State.s, and the familiar 
“ whip-poor-will.” 
The country is also 
rich in minerals,jplenty of iron and .some 
rich copper ledges, (I know of one that 
crops out clo.se to the Missouri river;, 
with a auperabujidance of good lignite 
coal. 
About five 
miles from Fort 
Stevenson there is a thick vein of good 
hard coal running for a considerable 
distance along the river and forming, 
part of the way, the riverbed. 
At this agency, Fort Berthold, I never 
.saw finer wheat, oat.s,'potatoe.s etc., any­ 
where, 
there are perhaps about one 
thousand acres under cultivation,plan ted 
chiefly with wheat, oats, corn, barley, 
rye, potatoes, beans, peas, turnip.s car­ 
rots and squash, besides several large 
gardens of po.tatoea cultivated by the 
Agent, Trader, Agency Physjcian.s, and 
a number of the agency employees. 
In 
spite oi'o the back.wardne.s3 of the season 
we had green pea.s ofi the first of July 
and new potatoes on (he tenth. 
Tho agent, Major John E. Tappan, is 
unremitting in hi.s endeavors to civil­ 
ize the Indians under his charge; one 
very strong proof of which is the fart 
of three different and distinct tribes, 
speaking entirely different languages, 
living in perfect harmony together, the 
agent has acquired their confidence, and 
there are no jealousie.s among them, as 
is too often the case, where the agent 
has neither the affection nor the confi­ 
dence of the lndians^in his case, here I 
am happy to say, the agent has both. 
The agency is very prettily laid out, 
and well fenced, and kept clean, and in 
good order.'- Several oubatantial and 
neat boUdiags hav« been recently added 


former supplies lumber for building pur- where the expedition first saw Itwasvery 
poses, and enables the agent to assist 
the Indians in putting up . comfortable 
dwelling houses—a large number of 
which are now in the Indian village, and 
are approciatod by the Indians as being 
far ahead of the skin lodge or teepe for 
withstanding the rigors of winter. 
I shall conclude with a word or two 
on tho beauty of the scenery in some 
parts of Dakota and Montana. 
I have 
seen .some of the far-famed places that 
tourists go into ecstacies over—both in 
the old world and the new, but for a 
month's recreation, and real enjoyment, 
ril take the Bear Paw, range of moun­ 
tains in Montana. 
Here you have for­ 
ests of pine, with cool, green, grassy 
glades,with many a strawberry-patch in­ 
terspersed,andalmost numberless springs 
and creeks of the finest water,—the 
banks clothed with luxuriant vegetation, 
and wild fruits, currants, goose-berries, 
sarvice-berrles, rasp-berrias, plums, etc., 
in great profusion, while bright, spark­ 
ling water in the creeks it fairly alive 
with speckled-trout. 
Often when camp­ 
ing there, and too hungry to use the 
rod and line, I have improvised a gunny 
sack into a seine, and dipped out trout 
by hundred.s{! 
And in the mornings I 
have climbed to the top of a lofty rock, 
uhere I could sec, as far as the eye 
could reach, bands of buftalo and ante­ 
lope, and feeding quietly in the green 
basins among the mountains, large herds 


beautiful and especially refreshing from 
the fact that the camp the previous 
night was a “dry camp” and our supply 
of water'had become about exhausted. 
The river is a rapid stream about three 
hundred yanis in width doted with 
numerous large islands covered with 
cottonwood trees while its banks are 
in places tufted with luxuriant groves of 
the same trees. 
Bold precipitous bluffs 
rise at intervals along its course and 
give to its scenery the contrast of deso­ 
late gardens and picturesqueness. The 
steamer Key West, the first steamer 
that ever entered the YeIlow.stone, now 
qn her second trip up the river,was wait 
ing our arrival with supplies. She has 
been occupied in transporting the expe­ 
dition and supplies across the river to 
the North bank, while a stockade was 
being erected on the south bank to he 
occupied by a detachment of the Seven­ 
teenth Infantry and Seventh Cavalry for 
protection of the supplies to await the 
return of the expedition. 
Yesterday 
the Key Westniade..a reconnoissance up 
the river for twenty miles to O’Fallens 
Creek while the engineers run the line 
on the south side as a mere preliminary 
line to connect with the survey of 1872 
and returned this afternoon to the camp 
of the expedition on the north bank.

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The main body of the Yellowstone 
Expedition united with the engineering 
party at Heart River on tho fifth of Ju ­ 
ly, at tho crossing of the river and at 
the connection of the line with the pre- 
viou.s survey of 1871. 
The farther 
prosecution of the .survey wa.s abandoned 
exccpt^at .some points along the route as 
the engineers deemed that by combining 
the surveys of the present year and 
iho.se of 1871 that the;- had secured a 
route to warrant the definite and sati.s- 
factorj' location of the proposed exten­ 
sion of the Northern Pacific from the 
Mi.s.souri to the Yellowstone. 
On the Union of the expedition it 
pre.ssed forward a.s rapidly as circum­ 
stances and the state of the country 
would 
permit 
to 
the 
Yellowstone. 
Whistlers trail of 1871 was followed 
until within two da}-s march of the Yel­ 
lowstone, when it was left in order to 
strike the river about twelve miles 


of the survey is concerned and has met 
with no disaster or annoyance from In­ 
dians. 
Not one hostile Indian having 
been seen on the trip. 
To-morrow es­ 
tablishing a new initial point on tho 
north bank of this river it .starts west­ 
ward again inloan almost unknown and 
unexplored region following the valley 
of the Yellowstone to Paupings Pillar, 
thonce making a detour to the Muscle- 
shell and liack to the crossing at this 
point and homeward a round trip, oc­ 
cupying from forty to fifty days in its 
accomplishment. 
At the same time 
the .steamers, which wish the looomo- 
I tive, are the herald of progress and civil- 
j ization, 
whose hoarse whistle

T h t t D u n k e r s . 
The Philadelphia Telegraph hts an ac­ 
count of a curious sect called “Dniik- 
ers”: 
The Duuker.sare a very euviou.s relig­ 
ious sect, originating in the Old World, 
and flourishing in vacious pans of our 
country, especially in LancasterOonnt;', 
Pa. 
They are w’ell-to-do farmers, and, 
a friend remarked to me, are likely to bo 
found wherever there is fertile limestone 
soil. Their ministers are uneducated 
above Glendive Creek, which point it | and unpaid farmers ; their religion is a 
' compound of honest;’^, hard work, and 
legal rile.s; their churche.s are barns, 
and their chief meetings concentrate 
themselves in half-yearly services be­ 
fore and after harvest. 
Ijeaving Lilz after tea, we were quick­ 
ly carried behind our landlord’s swift 
and powerful horses through a real 
garden land to the place of the Dunker 
meeting—the large while barn of a rich 
farmer of iheir persuasión. 
The lanes 
leading to the barn were filled with car­ 
riages, and the grounds were crowded 
with spectators, who were grouped under 
the apple trees or around the wide- 
opened doors of the barn. 
The services 
were well under way, and tlie interest­ 
ing ceremony of feet washing over, when 
we arrived. 
With some difficulty we 
worked ouv way over implements and 
hay piles into one corner of the barn, 
from which we could over look tho whole 
scene. 
The building had been cleared 
for the brethern and .sisters, who sat 
along narrow tables ranged across the 
body of the barn. 
A partition wall 
separated the sexes, and over it we 
could see the serious faces of the sisters, 
with the white caps and white capes, 
while a row of sedate brethern sat so 
near to us Uiat we could have laid our 
bands on their hair, religiously parted 
in the middle. 
As we came in they were silently par­ 
taking of their iove feast. 
On the nar­ 
row tables stood tin bowls of lambs’ 
brotb, with the boiled joint aside of 
them, bread and batter, and water 
served out of watering cans. 
About 
two hundred and fifty were partaking of 
the meal by the light of tallow candles, 
and never a word was spoken, except in 
address, or hymn, or prayer. 
After the love feast was over, a speaker 
significantly reminded us strangers that 
as we did not keep the Lord’s feast ip 
this divinely appointed way we had lit­ 
tle to expect pn the day of judgement. 
Then came a prayer, the nineteenth 
chapter of Jolin, recounting our Lord’s 
crucifixion, and the address of an old 
white-bearded man, who, with rude but 
deep pathos, told of Christ’s love in his 
redeeming death. 
The leader bade them greet each other 
with a “holy kiss” ere they tasted their 
Lord’s sacramental supper, and silently 
and slowly the salutation pas.sod down 
one side the long tables and up the other. 
Then the'elements wereqon.9ecrated, and 
passed from hand to hand. The scene 
was striking. ' The barn was dimly 
lighted by the candles, the faces of all 
were sober, and some wore thoughtful. 
Many of the men were gray and toil- 
worn, and some of the women, if not 
beaqtifql, had a sweet charm in their 
faces. Sometimes a Gorman or English 
bymnpealed upward among the rafteis of 
the barn, and then there was a deep si­ 
lence againbrokeh only by slight rustling 
in Jhe bay, and low whispers among the 


reached on the afternoon of the fifteenth 
inst, in twenty-six days from Fort Rice. 
The general teaiures of the country 
pas.se(i through are about the same as 
described in a previous communication, 
vast rolling prairie without timber, 
ising into occa.sic.nRl high hutte.s and 
ntersected at intervals by creeks and 
deep ravines.

This .section of the 
country, Ij'ing on both sides of the I^it- 
tlc Missouri for several miles, is known 
as the Maurai.ses Terse.s or Bad Lands 
and liRS long been celebrated by bunter.s 
aud Indi.-ins on account of its character 
and the contrast from the surrounding 
country from which it is separated by a 
line of demarcaliou almost as distinct as 
(hat hetweon the ocean and its shore. 
The first impres.sion of the casual ob­ 
server would be that that the char­ 
acter of the country is due to volcanic 
agency, but the niidi.stuvbed position of 
the strata which are perfectly regular 
without any perceptible dip show that 
it has been due causes working with 
less violence than tiiosc of u volcanic 
nature. 
The region is a series or mass 
of butte,s either standing singly or piled 
lip in the utino.st confusion, intersected 
by fiFSures and chasms wrought into 
strange and fantastic shapes doubtless 
by the action of water whose wave worn 
traces are visible high along the sides 
of the clay and sand atone cliffs and 
precipices and 
to whose 
immediate 
agency the formation i.s clue. 
The tops 
of the highest buttes and eminences are 
composed of rod burnt shale, scoria and 
fused rocks which give that dismal, des­ 
olate aspect to the region. 
From the 
identity of the formation of the burned 
mas.s with the strata lying underneath 
it is evident that tho aqueous action was 
followed at a suKscquent date by ngue- 
oua action. 
This is the theory enter­ 
tained by the most eminent scientific 
gentlemen of the 
expedition. 
The 
.scenery is pronounced by many compe­ 
tent to judge us in many respects the 
most reruarkable in America and total­ 
ly different in its character. 
The passage through the-Mauraises

W hy Can’t a Woauui 1m a Maaonf 
At the Masonic celebration at Auatin, 
Nevada, recently, M¿g.

Warden, placed Eve in the pillar, of 
beauty, in the South, and they receiyed 
their instructions from the Grand Mas­ 
ter in the'Ea.st, which, when finished, 
she immediately called the Craft from 
labor to refreshment. 
Instead of lat 
tending to the duties of the office as she 
ought, she left her station, violated her 
obligations, let in au expelled Maajon, 
w’ho had no business there, aOd went 
around with him, leaving Adam to look 
after the jewel.s. This fellow had been 
expelled from the Lodge, with several 
others, sometime before. 
But hearing 
the footsteps of the Grand Master^ he 
suddenly took his leave, telling Eve to 
go making aprons, as she and Adam 
were not in proper regalia. 
She went 
and told Adam, and when the Grand 
Master returned to the Lodge, he found 
his gavel had been stolen. 
He called 
for the Senior and Junior Wardens, v^ho 
had neglected to guard the door, and 
found them absent. 
After searchinglfor 
some time he c,ame to where they were 
hid, and demanded of Adam what he 
was doing there, instead of occupying 
his official station. 
Adam replied that 
he was waiting for Eve to call the Craft 
from refreshment to labor again ; ^nd 
that the Craft was not properly clothed, 
which they were making provisions for. 
Turning to Eve, he asked her what she 
had to offer in excuse of her unofficial 
and unmasonie conduct. 
She replied 
that a fellow pas.?ing himself off as a 
grand lecturer, had been giving her f in­ 
structions, ami she thought it waa no 
harm. The Grand Master then asked 
her what had become of his gavel? She 
said she didn’t know, unless that fellow 
had taken it away.

was no longer trustworthy, and that 
she had caused Adam to neglect his diity, 
and having let in one whom he had ex­ 
pelled, the Grand Master closed the 
Lodge and turning them out, set a faith­ 
ful Tiler to watch the door with a flam­ 
ing sword. 
Adam, repenting of ¡his 
folly, went to work like a man anda 
good Ma.sori, in order to get reinstated 
again. 
Not so with Eve—she got an­ 
gry .about it, and commenced raising 
Cain. 
“Adam, on account of hi.s reformation, 
was permitted to establish Lodges and 
work in the degrees, and while Eve was 
allewed to join him in act of charity 
outside, she was never again to be ad­ 
mitted to assist in the regular Lodge 
work of the Craft.

stating that “orders have been issued 
for the “return” of plats of your lands 
to the Land Office, and your people will 
soon be enabled to file thereon.” The 
technical meaning of the word “re­ 
turned” in this instance is that the 
lands named in said plats are now ready 
for pre-emtion filings and homestead 
entries. 
When the homesteader lives a di.s- 
tance from the Land Office, as In the 
ca.se of most of our Dakota neighbors, 
the law provides that he may make out 
his papers before the Clerk of the Court 
of the county within a'hich the party is 
an actual resident. 
Pre-emptors can 
send their papers by mail as formerly. 
Mr. Back has in his office, at Fargo, the 
necessary blanks for making entries, 
etc., and also an official copy of the plats 
of nearly all the larid.s in the district. 
We have the names of the Cass 
County Commissioners appointed by the 
Governor, but 
do not 
think 
our 
authority sufficient to give names.—[Red 
River Star.
